REMARKS 

The present application was filed on March 19, 1999 with claims 1-22. Claims 1-3, 1 1-13 
and 22 have been previously amended. Claims 9 and 19 have been previously canceled. 
Accordingly, claims 1-8, 10-18 and 20-22 remain pending. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-14, 16-18 and 20-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,956,655 issued to Suzuki et al. (hereafter "Suzuki"). It is well 
settled that, in order for a claim to be anticipated, the cited reference must teach each and every 
element of the claim. Applicants submit that Suzuki fails to disclose all of the elements of the 
rejected claims.
